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ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
MARCH 1ST, 1960 


Meeting called to order by Moderator Dr. H. I. Slo- 
cum at9o’clock A. M. in the old High School Gym. 


The polls were then opened to vote Town Officers and 
for the sale of Malt and Vinous Beverages and Spiritous 
liquors. 


At 10 A. M. the business part of the meeting was taken 
up. A good attendance present. 


The reading of the warning was dispensed with and 
each article read before being considered by the voters. 


3. Moved by Reo Murdoch that this article to act up- 
on the reports of the Town Officers as submitted by the 
auditors be adopted. Seconded by Leonard Zeeman and 
so voted. 


4. Moved by James Blauvelt this article to see if 
the Town will vote $5,000.00 to maintain the Public Li- 
brary in co-operation with the Ladies Library Association 
be adopted. 


5. Moved by Rea Murdoch that this article to see if 
the Town will vote $3,200.00 to aid in defraying the operat- 
ing expenses of Porter Memorial Hospital, Inc. for the 
current year be adopted. Seconded and so voted. 


6. Moved by Leighton Duffany that this article to see 
if the Town will vote $250.00 for the observance of Memo- 
ral Day be adopted. Seconded and so voted. 


7. Moved by Mrs. Margaret Baker that this article 
to see if the Town will appropriate and pay to Middlebury 
Health Council the sum of $400.00 to be used by said 
Council in preventive and corrective health work in the 
Town of Middlebury be adopted. Seconded and so voted. 


8. Moved by Rev. Hawley that this article to see if 
the voters of the Town of Middlebury will vote, pursuant 
to the provisions of section 3796 of the Vermont Statutes, 
to establish, maintain and conduct a system of public rec- 
reation, including playgrounds, to equip and conduct the 
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same, to employ a director and assistant therefor, and 
if the voters will vote the sum of $3,500.00 to be raised by 
taxes for said purposes, the tax rate percent of the 1960 
Grand List of the Town sufficient to raise said sum of 
$3,500.00 as taxes to be determined by the Selectmen. 


9. Moved by Leonard Zeeman that this article to see 
what action the Town will take relative to exempting 
from taxation for a period of three years, the first $3,000.00 
of the appraised value of buildings used and occupied ex- 
clusively as farm buildings, homes and dwelling houses, 
whether for sale or rent, provided such buildings have 
been constructed or put in the process of construction 
during the tweive months immediately following said 
meeting. The exemption shall first be applicable against 
the Grand List of the year in which the vote is taken, be 
adopted. This was seconded. 


John Halpin amended the article to read listed value 
instead of assessed. The amendment was voted and car- 
ried. The original motion as amended was then voted 
and carried. 


10. Moved by Howard Foster that this article to see if 
the Town will vote to divide any National Forestry money 
equally between the highways and schools be adopted. 
Seconded by Mrs. Marion Munson and so voted. 


11. Moved by Rea Murdock that this article to see 
if the Town will vote to authorize the Auditors of the 
Town to employ the services of an accountant from the 
office of the Auditors of Accounts as provided for in 24 
V.S. A. No. 1692 to 1697 inclusive, to conduct an audit of 
the accounts of the Town. Required by law to be in the 
Warning every even year), be not adopted. Seconded by 
Wynn Underwood and so voted. 


12. Moved by Mrs. Winifred Drake that this article 
to see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $300.00 to 
be used with State and Federal funds for the control of 
White Pine Blister Rust be adopted. Seconded by Homer 
Harris and so voted. 


13. Moved by Leonard Zeeman that this article to see 
if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow mon- 
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ey to pay debts and expenses, said money to be paid to 
the Treasurer of the Town be adopted. Seconded and so 
voted. 


14. Moved by William Burrage that this article to 
vote the sum of $56,898.00 to be raised by taxes for the 
purpose of paying expenses for the ensuing year and to 
pay outstanding orders or obligations of the Town with 
interest, the tax rate per cent on the 1960 Grand List of 
the Town sufficient to raise said sum of $56,898.00 as taxes 
to be determined by the Selectmen be adopted. Seconded 
by Rea Murdoch and so voted. 


15. Moved by Homer Harris to see if the Town will 
vote to collect 1960 taxes by its Treasurer, seconded and 
so voted. 


Moved by Gerald Sawyer to see if the Town will vote 
to fix a date or dates for the payment of taxes, and to di- 
rect the Treasurer as receiver of taxes. The same dates as 
last year, July 31, October 30. William Slator amended 
motion to read October 31 as the 30th fell on Sunday. Mo- 
tion voted. 


Moved by Orvis Comstock to see if the Town will vote 
to deduct a percent to be fixed by vote, not to exceed 4 
percent, from the tax of a person who pays his or her 
taxes on or before such date or dates. Seconded and so 
voted. 


16. Edward Reed moved to table this article to see 
if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to purchase the 
66 acre wood lot, formerly a part of the Town Farm as 
municipal forest land, for the purpose of re-establishing 
the area as a municipal forest. The purchase price shall 
not exceed $15.00 an acre and the funds therefor are to 
be taken from the receipts of the sale of the Town Farm, 
seconded by Burrage. A ballot was called for. Ballots 
cast 168. Yes 46 No 122. This article was then discussed 
at some length. 


Moved by John Halpin that this article be rejected. 
Seconded by Homer Harris. So voted. 


17. Moved by Edgar Foster that the delinquent taxes 
be collected. Seconded and so voted.

Moved by Mrs. Drake that in the future meetings, a 
motion to table an article be invalid. A standing vote was 
called for and the motion carried, 97 to 59. 


It was moved that the meeting recess for 10 minutes 
and so voted. 


TOWN HIGHWAY 


18. Moved by Mrs. Alberta Brown to see if the Town 
Highway will vote to collect 1960 taxes by its Treasurer 
and if so to fix a date or dates for payment of taxes and 
to direct the Treasurer as receiver of taxes, to deduct a 
percent to be fixed by vote, not to exceed 4 prcent from 
the tax of a person who pays his or her taxes on or be- 
fore such date or dates. Seconded by Julie Keeler. So 
voted. 


Moved by Homer Harris. Seconded and so voted. 
Moved by Harland Kennison, Seconded and so voted. 


19. Moved by Highter to vote the sum of $28,400.00 to 
be raised by taxes for the purpose of maintaining and re- 
pairing highways and paying expenses and obligations of 
the Town Highway with interest, the tax rate percent on 
the 1960 Grand List of the Town Highway sufficient to 
raise said sum of $28,400.00 as taxes to be determined by 
the Selectmen, be adopted. Seconded, amended by Har- 
ris, $8,500.00 be used for new construction, seconded and 
so voted. The original motion was then voted on and car- 
ried. 


20. Moved by Highter to see if the Town Highway 
will vote to take advantage of Article No. 108 of the Acts 
of 1951 as amended in 1957 of the Public Laws of Ver- 
mont by expending $50.00 per mile on Town Roads in or- 
der to receive Town Highway funds from the State be 
adopted. Seconded and so voted. 


21. Recessed until 2 P. M.

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SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
JUNE 15th 1960 


Meeting called to order by Moderator Dr. H. I. Slocum 
at 8:15 p.m. 


About 150 present. 
The Warning was read by the Clerk. 


Moved by Rea Murdoch that Article No. 1 To see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen of the 
Town of Middlebury, from time to time, as application is 
made, to enter into contracts with new industrial and com- 
mercial owners, lessees, bailees and operators of industrial 
and commercial real and personal property, for the purpose 
of fixing and maintaining the valuation of such real and 
personal property in the grand list, for the purpose of fixing 
and maintaining the rate of tax applicable to such real and 
personal property and for the purpose of fixing the amount 
in money which shall be paid as an annual tax upon such 
real and personal property, no such contract, however, to be 
made for a period exceeding ten years. This was seconded. 


After some discussion a ballot was called for with the 
following result. This had to be a twothirds majority. 


Votes cast 138, necessary for a choice 92, of which there 
were 123 Yess and 15 No. 


There was no business on Article No. 2. 


Meeting adjourned at about 8:30 p.m.

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MUNICIPAL MANAGER’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Middlebury, Vermont: 


Submitted herewith is the annual report for the Town 
of Middlebury for the calendar year 1960. As the year’s ac- 
tivities are reviewed it is seen that the Town had a good 
year and progress was made in all areas of Town General 
and Town Road affairs. No large or unusual unanticipated 
expenses were incurred during the calendar year. Two ma- 
jor projects of considerable importance to the Town were 
carried out during the year. Renovation of the old Middle- 
bury High School Building into a Municipal Building is ap- 
proximately 70 percent finished. Replacement of the Wells 
Bridge on Painter Road is about 90 percent completed. 
Both were Town General undertakings and financed from 
the Town General Fund. 


MUNICIPAL BUILDING 


At a Special Town Meeting in October 1959, the Town 
voted to purchase from the Middlebury School District the 
property known as the old Middlebury High School. At the 
same time it, also, was voted to develop this building into 
Municipal Offices and a recreation center using the funds 
derived from the sale of the Town Farm to finance the 
project. This undertaking was started late in 1959 and car- 
ried through 1960. In 1960 the old Town Hall building was 
sold for $13,900.00. The revenue derived from this sale was, 
also, devoted to the renovation of the Municipal Building. 
Elsewhere in this report is a financial statement outlining 
the income and expense of the Municipal Building project 
during 1959 and 1960. 


In order to renovate the High School Building for office 
use it was necessary to take down the second and third 
floors and build a new roof. This part of the project was 
financed from insurance funds turned over to the Town by 
the I. D. District No. 4. The building was completely re- 
wired, a new heat distribution system installed, and the 
entire ground floor was repaired, fixed, and repainted. 
Also, a new asphalt tile laid and a new vault for the Town 
records constructed. Almost all of the necessary labor 
was performed by Town help and skilled labor hired dur- 
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ing the winter of 1960. The plumbing was instailed by con- 
tract as was the wiring and most of the painting. The 
financal statement mentioned above outlines the basic 
cost in all these areas of reconstruction. All materials not 
within specific work contracts were purchased by the 
Town either by bid or a negotiated price arrangement. 
All of the necessary work on the first floor of the build- 
ing has been completed and all the offices have been 
rented — Municipal Offices, the Superintendent of Schools, 
the Vermont State Department of Health and Gerard 
Trudeau, Attorney. Some work has been done toward 
renovating the basement area — radiation, wiring, and 
cleaning out. Plans are being developed for further re- 
novation of the basement during 1961 so that the space will 
be available for rental to additional tenants. 


Late in 1960 it was necessary to replace the boiler in 
the heating plant. This work has been completed at a cost 
of $6,125.00, payment for which will be shown in the 1961 
budget. It will be necessary to install storm windows and 
screens in the spring of 1961, as it is almost impossible to 
work in the building during the summer without screens. 
It has been found to be wiser and economical to install 
storm windows and screens at the same time as the differ- 
ence in price is negligible. Storm windows are needed, 
furthermore, as it is often dfficult to heat the building sat- 
isfactorily because of the large window areas which radi- 
ate a great deal of cold air. The major. expenses and work 
of the building renovation are behind us, however, and 
after 1961 further improvements and renovations can be 
made over the years out of normal operating funds. 


The operational costs of the Municipal Building have 
not been exceptionally high for the first year of operation. 
Operating expenses of $8,753.00 were offset by receipts of 
$6,957.00. In 1961 the gap between expenses and income 
should be even narrower. As our experience grows and new 
tenants are acquired, the operaton of the Municipal Build- 
ing as an office center and a recreation area probably will 
show a profit. It is important to note that the use of the 
gymnasium has increased steadily to the point where it is 
in service almost every night during the fall and winter. 
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WELLS BRIDGE 


All bridge work is financed from Town General funds 
— a requirement of the State Statutes. In 1960 the Town 
installed a large metal culvert across Muddy Branch 
Creek and built a new road across this culvert. This proj- 
ect was designed to straighten out several bad curves on 
this road and eliminate a dangerous narrow bridge. All 
that remians of this job is the final grading, landscaping 
and surfacing of the road. This project cost the Town a 
little over $17,000.00, eighty per-cent of which was returned 
to the Town by the State as the State’s participation in the 
cost. 


1961 BUDGET — TOWN GENERAL 


The budget as proposed for 1961 represents anticipated 
expenditures of $104,295.00 for Town General purposes. Es- 
timated receipts from non-tax items are in the amount of 
$47,933.00 which means that an appropriation of $56,362.00 
is necessary to finance Town General operations during 
1961 — $556.00 less than the appropriation for 1960. No in- 
crease is necessary in the Town General tax rate. In fact 
the rate would be one cent less than in 1960. 


In reviewing the figures in the proposed budget sev- 
eral items probably need explanation. In the general gov- 
ernment section the item on renovation of the old High 
School, $16,000.00 includes costs which already have been 
incurred and met for repair and replacement of the old 
boiler, and final payment on the installation of the asphalt 
tile floors. Actually it is anticipated about $7,000.00 to $8,- 
000.00 will be spent on new renovation in the basement 
area. In the miscellaneous section it will be seen that the 
appropriation for the Library is $500.00 above the previous 
year. There is a separate article in the Warning for this 
item. 


In reviewing last year’s budgeted amount and actual 
expenditures for insurance it will be noted that the pro- 
posed expenditure for 1961 is considerably larger than in 
the past. The major reason for this rather large increase 
is the added insurance costs of the Municipal Building. 
The Town’s fire insurance policies had to be adjusted in 
lieu of the large additional insurance coverage required by 
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the Municipal Building. The fire insurance schedule has 
been adjusted to cover the building and in doing so it re- 
quires a rather heavy initial cost the first year. After 1961 
the Town’s total fire insurance expenses — Municipal 
Building, Library, etc., will drop to approximately $2,000.00 
a year. 


TOWN ROADS 


The Town Roads part of the Town’s municipal opera- 
ton, also, completed a successful year. The Town Road 
fund ended the year 1960 with a balance of over $3,900.00 
and all planned work was carried out to completion. A 
normal amount of paved roads were retreated with as- 
phalt and sand and approximately 0.8 a mile of Painter 
Road was given an asphalt surface. That portion of South 
Street Extension — more commonly called the Hospital 
Road — which lies in lowland and is subsequently flooded 
each spring — was raised several feet by the addition of 
gravel fill. A new and larger culvert, also, was added. 
Happy Valley Road was widened in sections, ditched, and 
further improved for two way vehicle traffic. Preliminary 
work was carried out on the North Branch Road in an- 
ticipation of more widening work and culvert installation 
in 1961 to improve the drainage in that area — to eliminate 
washouts. Gravel resurfacing was carried out on most of 
the Town Roads although not as heavily as was done in 
prior years. Gravel resurfacing had been carried out more 
extensively in past years, therefore, during 1960 most of 
this work was in the stage of being caught up and not much 
expenditure was required in this category. 


The major Town Road undertaking during the year 
was in conjunction with the Wells Bridge project discussed 
under the Town General portion of this report. Consider- 
able fill was placed on either side of the culvert and a new 
road constructed. The road portion of this work was fi- 
nanced from Town Road funds. During 1961 the road con- 
structed in 1960 will be given an asphalt surface and guard 
rail to complete the project. Definite plans for construc- 
tion work in 1961 other than the resurfacing of the newly 
constructed portion of Painter Road have not been made 
at this time. 
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The proposed Town Road budget for 1961 requests an 
appropriation $28,600.00, $200.00 higher than the amount 
voted in 1960. Based on the 1960 Grand List this appropria- 
tion would require the same tax rate as in 1960, $2.10. 


There are several items in the proposed budget which 
require some explanation. Estimated expenditures for 
selected and unselected road maintnance have been rais- 
ed considerably over past appropriations. In analyzing the 
expenditures over the past four or five years, however, it 
is seen that expenses always have exceeded appropria- 
tions in these categories by several thousand dollars. Thus 
the estimated costs in the 1961 budget are being brought 
into line to what expenditures always have been and prob- 
ably will be during the next year. 


In the proposal for 1961 construction of Selected roads, 
the anticipated cost is about $8,000.00 higher than it has 
been in the past. This is because much of the work done 
in this category in 1960 was carried out at the end of the 
year and the expenses for the work were not paid for from 
the 1960 budget but will appear as 1961 expenditures. Thus 
the 1961 appropriation has to be sufficiently high to meet 
a large part of the cost of the work in 1960 plus the work 
carried out in 1961. This higher cost for 1961 is offset in 
the receipts column by $8,500.00 to be received in 1961 from 
the State as its share of the cost of the work completed in 
1960. 


In the proposal for 1961 there is an item which has not 
appeared n any of the previous Town Road budgets. This 
is the $1,500.00 for the Manager’s Fund. This fund was es- 
tablished many years ago to pay for the so-called over- 
head operation of maintaining and running the Municipal 
Office. Salaries and expenses for equipment and supplies 
in maintaining this office are paid from the Manager’s 
Fund. In the past the Village, Town General Fund and the 
Water Department have paid set amounts to cover the 
cost of this operation. A financial statement of the fund is 
given elsewhere in this report. The Town Road Fund has 
never contributed toward these costs. This means that the 
administrative work of operating the Town Road Fund — 
bookkeeping, Manager’s salary, and other managerial ex- 
penses — have never been paid for by the Town Road tax- 
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payer except in his status as a Town General taxpayer. 
This has created an inequitable situation in that the Village 
resident has paid toward the cost of this operation as a 
Village taxpayer and, also, as a Town General taxpayer. 
The Town Road taxpayer has paid toward this operation 
only as a Town General taxpayer, therefore, he has not 
been carrying the same proportional share of the cost as 
the Village resident. If the Town Road fund is to justify its 
existence and carry its full share of the cost of operation 
it is only reasonable to expect that this fund, also would 
help pay for the cost of its administrative supervision and 
planning and bookkeeping. 


In general the Town General fund and the Town Road 
fund has been able to provide a broad range of municipal 
services with very little increase in the tax rate over the 
past few years. Both phases of the Town’s operation pro- 
vide a high quality of service of which the Town can be 
proud. Middlebury in particular has a good set of Town 
roads which wll compare favorably with any other sys- 
tem of town roads in the State of Vermont. This has been 
the result of past, present and future diligence in working 
for a continual program of maintenance and steady im- 
provement in all the Town’s facilities. It is hoped that in 
light of the rising costs of goods and services that the Town 
can continue to provide this level of service with a mini- 
mum or no increase in taxes. Considering present knowl- 
edge, however, it would appear that within a few years 
the continual squeeze may require that the Town raise 
both its Town General and Town Road tax to meet these 
continuing costs. All concerned with municipal operation, 
however, will strive to avoid this situation but the future 
looks doubtful. 


In closing I wish to express my apprecation to the Se- 
lectmen, Citizens of the Town of Middlebury and all other 
municipal employees for enabling the Town to have had a 
good year in 1960.

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ILSLEY LIBRARY 
LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The past year has brought a marked increase in the 
use of the Ilsley Library. A comparison of circulation per- 
centages given below with those of last year shows that the 
increase is mainly in the circulation of children’s books. Al- 
though not statistically measurable, steady use is made of 
the adult reading room with its periodicals and reference 
works. 


During National Library Week in April, the Board 
of Directors submitted a questionaire to children of the Ele- 
mentary School, grades 3 through 8. The Board felt that an 
analysis of these questionaaires, pertaining to children’s 
reading habits, would enable them to re-evaluate and extend 
the library’s service to chiidren. 


A major change has been effected in the children’s 
room by a complete rearraangement of all books with the 
purpose of enabling children to find more easily books of 
their own reading level. This work has been carried out by 
the librarian and her assistant in stages over a period of 
months beginning in June and was so organized as not to 
interfere in any way with the regular use of the room. A 
four-shelf bookcase donated by Mrs. Egbert Hadley provides 
the extra book-space required by the new arrangement. 


Two classes of school children aand one group of Brown- 
ies have made scheduled visits to learn from the Librarian 
how to use library materials. 


Special booklists prepared by the Librarian have been 
useful to high school students preparing reports. 


During the past year the bookmobile from the Rutland 
Regional Library of the Vermont Free Public Library Com- 
mission has made 5 stops at this library. 180 books were bor- 
rowed for regular circulation and were circulaated 547 
times. This has proved a good way of enlarging the scope of 
material which we offer. 

In addition to this routine, there have been interlibrary 
loans on request. 20 books were borrowed from other librar- 
ies and 6 were loaned. 
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In memory of his wife, May Williams Hagar, Mr. Ivan 
Hagar presented the library with Life Magazine’s two 
compilations, “The World We Live In” and “The World’s 
Great Religions’. Also in memory of Mrs. Hagar, the Wo- 
men’s Club presented “Queen Mary’, by Pope-Hennessy. In 
memory of Mrs. Margaret Hope, the Women’s Club pre- 
sented “The Night They Burned the Mountain”, by Thomas 
Dooley. 


A memorial gift in tribute to Miss Louise Manning is 
in the form of an endowment fund of approximately $500, 
the income from which is to be used for books. Among the 
donors was Mrs. Frances Partridge Coulter of Cincinnati, 
Ohio.

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VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL TOWN REPORT, 1960 


The health of the town of Middlebury is the concern of 
its citizens, its doctors, health officer, selectmen and the 
State Department of Health. 


Through its various programs the State Department of 
Health staff works with and for local people on community 
health, operating on both local and state levels. This is a 
report of some of the State Health Department services and 
programs your town used last year.* 


With the aim of keeping children well and helping handi- 
capped children, well-child and school conferences were at- 
ended by 216 children. Nutrition and dietary consultations 
numbered 9. At he request of attending doctors 2 children 
received pediatric consultations, 3 received hospital diag- 
nosis, 26 with orthopedic, cardiac, plastic or neurological 
conditions received services or appliances through clinics for 
handicapped children and 1 was given financial aid toward 
hospitalization costs. Mental retardation clinic services were 
extended to 2 children. 


In the effort to control communicable diseases 120 per- 
sons received chest X-rays; 294 children received immuniza- 
tions, including boosters, against diptheria, whooping cough 
and/or tetanus. Polio immunizations, including boosters, 
were given 74 children and adults in clinics and conferences. 
The State Laboratory performed tests on 148 water samples, 
0 food and dairy products, 522 blood specimens and 235 other 
specimens. Vaccines, antitoxins and biologicals were distri- 
buted for protection against communicable diseases. 


There were 185 sanitary inspections or consultations 
made at the town’s food and lodging places and 42 concern- 
ing water supply, sewage disposal, public buildings and other 
problems, to protect health through improved town sanita- 
tion. Services to maintain and improve adult health in in- 
dustry included 1 chest X-ray and inspections and consulta- 
tions at plants. In connection with the state licensing pro- 
gram and the Hill-Burton federal aid program for hospital 
and medical facility construction there were 13 inspections- 
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consultations to hospitals, nursing homes and homes for the 
aged. 


Mental health services, through guidance clinic, edu- 
cational meetings or consultations were received by 42 per- 
sons and groups. Individual interviews with the psychia- 
trist, psychologist or psychiatric social worker were given 
6. Under the community mental health program to develop 
local projects for prevention, treatment or education in 
mental health, financial assistance and staff consultations 
are available. 


To promote better dental health 8 consultations and 
services were provided groups or individuals on town or 
school dental health problems. 


In cancer work 10 received diagnosis and treatment at 
tumor clinics or were financially helped with hospitalization 
costs. 


All programs in the department offer educational ser- 
vices. Pamphlets, films, a news release and information ser- 
vice and speakers are available. A health educator is avail- 
able to help town groups study their health problems and 
plan educational programs. 


The Public Health nurse served at well-child and 
school conferences, X-ray and immunization clinics, assisted 
by local people. She visited homes, doctors, and agencies, 
making 485 visits on behalf of 136 persons and community 
health activities. Her service is an essential element in the 
department’s program for health promotion, disease preven- 
tion, diagnosis, treatment and education.

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REPORT OF COOPERATIVE BLISTER RUST 
CONTROL WORK 
TOWN OF MIDDLEBURY, VERMONT 
1960 


At the annual town meeting on March 1, 1960 the vot- 
ers of Middlebury approved an appropriation of $300.00 of 
town money to be used in cooperation with funds from 
the Vermont Dept. of Forest and Parks and the U. 5S. 
Forest Service for the control of the white pine blister 
rust disease in the town. 


This money was spent for labor to destroy currant 
and gooseberry bushes during the period May 9 to June 
22 with the following results: 


Acres of white pine protected 1123 
Acres of control area worked to protect pine 3259 
Number currants & gooseberries destroyed 8616 
Town expense for labor $290.25 
State and Federal expense for labor $384.00 


The blister rust disease is controlled by eliminating 
currant and gooseberry bushes within infecting range of 
white pine stands. This distance varies from 900 feet in 
open lands to about 200 feet in thickly wooded areas. 


This work in 1960 was a follow-up of previous blister 
rust control done in Middlebury between 1943 and 1950. 
All commercial pine stands in the township were covered 
this year and no further work is scheduled for about ten 
years. However, white pine plantations which may be es- 
tablished outside the present control area should have 
immediate attention. 


The cooperation of the town of Middlebury in this 
work has been very much appreciated.

MIDDLEBURY HEALTH COUNCIL 


The Middlebury Health Council respectfully submits 
the followng report of its activities on behalf of the com- 
munity for 1960. 


The council hired a dental hygienist for seven weeks, 
treating 131 students in grades 2 and 5. All the permanent 
dental equipment has been purchased except the chair, 
which we plan to buy this year. We have again hired a 
dental hygienist to continue the dental clinic in 1961. 


Immunization shots were administered during the 
school year, and physical examinations made. An ex- 
tended program was conducted for the 4th polio shot, 
and approximately 900 shots were given. Audio-visual 
examinations were made throughout the Elementary 
School, St. Mary’s and the Junior High School. 


Five children received special dental care, and one 
child received a tonsillectomy. 


The Health Council expresses its gratitude to all 
those volunteer workers who made this year’s program 
possible.

THE ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE TOWN RECREATION COUNCIL 


The Middlebury Recreation Council submits the fol- 
lowing report of its activities for the past year. 


It sponsored a ski program at the Snow Bowl for the 
youth of this community. Free bus transportation was fur- 
nished during Christmas vacation and on Saturdays until 
the middle of March. Some 700 children participated, with 
each trip averaging about 40. The program ended with a 
ski meet under the direction of Mr. Erkki Mackey. 


All children of the community were welcome to use the 
skating rink at St. Mary’s School, and the Council provided 
lights for the rink. 


The summer recreation program was carried out as 
usual with a noticeable increase in attendance. The play- 
ground program began June 27th and continued for seven 
weeks. The total number of children participating in the 
playground program was 2047 making a daily average of 
660.2. The total number of children participating in the 
afternoon swim program was 2225. The daily average was 
83. Red Cross instructions were given in conjunction with 
the swimming program. As a result of these instructions 
44 passed their beginner’s test, nine passed the interme- 
diate test and one passed the swimmer’s test with fifteen 
passing the Junior Life Saving test. 


The East Middlebury playground program was pat- 
terned after the Middlebury program and it averaged 
from twelve to twenty participants daily. The only flaw in 
this program was the limited number of children partici- 
pating. This program depended on the regular customers 
and when they failed to appear the program suffered. 
However, it is the opinion of the director that the total 
program is worthwhile and should be continued. 


The summer program was under the direction of Mr. 
Erkki Mackey. Miss Sheila Poole was his assistant. The 
playground program in East Middlebury was under the 
direction of Miss Ingrid Neuse and Mr. Reginald Boutwell 
was her assistant. The East Middlebury Program operated 
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three mornings a week. The swimming program was un- 
der the direction of Mr. Mackey and his assistants were 
Miss Poole, Miss Neuse, Mr. Boutwell, Miss Betsy Collins, 
Miss Liane Bicknell and Miss Mary Jane Keeler. 


The Council sponsored an evening recreation program 
at the Old Fair Grounds from 6 to 8:30 p. m. This program 
was intended to reach teenagers. However, it did not ac- 
complish its goal. Those who took part were repeaters 
from the morning program. Average attendance varied 
from ten to twenty. Since it did not achieve its objective it 
will be discontinued in 1961. 


There were two evening record hops with participation 
of about 50 young people. 


The roller skating program could not be put in opera- 
tion during the summer because the floor of the Munici- 
pal Gym was not ready. 


The Hallowe’en Program was a tremendous success. 
It began with a parade and terminated at the various 
places where parties had been arranged for the youngsters 
The Council wishes to take this opportunity to publicly 
thank Mrs. Constance W. Millikin who acted as general 
chair lady of this program. She worked diligently and effi- 
ciently and assured the success of the program. 


We also wish to take this opportunity to express our 
appreciation and gratitude to all the people who helped 
Mrs. Millikin in fostering this event. Their unselfish ef- 
forts and their excellent spirit of cooperation was indeed 
deeply appreciated.
